Canadian Motor Speedway 
executive director Azhar 
Mohammad says a ground¬ 
breaking ceremony before the 
end of the year, is a possibility. 

After it was announced on 
Monday that the Ontario 
Municipal Board (OMB) dis¬ 
missed all appeals heard back in 
June, the $400 million raceway 
has been officially given the 
green light and the process has 
been kicked into high gear. 

"We're enjoying the moment, 
but also rolling up our sleeves," 
Mohammad said in a phone 
interview with the Fort Erie 
Times on Tuesday. 

If the first shovel doesn't hit 
the soil before the New Year, 
ground will be broken in Spring 
2013.

Until that time, CMS 
will be working at fulfill¬ 
ing planning require¬ 
ments needed to move 
the project along. 

"There's a lot of plan¬ 
ning and logistics 
involved to do that," said 
Mohammad. 

The next lap that is 
needed is approval from 
the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority, 
to re-align the Miller's 
Creek, a waterway that is 
less than two-feet wide 


that runs through where 
the track's oval course is 
planned to be built. 

"We have almost final¬ 
ized the design" said 
Mohammad. 

A new creek will be cre¬ 
ated and is expected to be 
16 metres wide. It will 
connect to the already 
existing watercourse and 
provide a sustainable fish 
habitat. 

"Being a carbon neutral 
speedway, we respect that 
as a priority." 

The re-designed creek 
will be considered one of 
the development's envi¬ 
ronmental features.

organization that stood at 
the forefront of opposi¬ 
tion toward the facility 
and filed appeals with the 
OMB. 

Together they will work 
on ways to alleviate noise 
and conduct traffic man¬ 
agement measures. 

Once this is started and 
site alteration permits are 


applied for and given, 
likely in the Spring, 
Mohammad said con¬ 
struction will get going 
considerably. 

"Hopefully we'll be able 
to move some serious dirt 
in the summer," said 
Mohammad. 

It is estimated that once 
the CMS is up and run¬ 
ning, it will provide about 
300 full-time employment 
opportunities. 

On event days, there 
will be about 1,000 part- 
time positions to be 
filled. 

"That doesn't just 
include motorsports 
events, it includes con¬ 
certs and other ancillary 
events on the facility," 
said Mohammad. 

In the construction 
stage, about 1,200 indi¬ 
viduals with varying trade 
skills will be put to work. 

The speedway itself 
should take about 18 
months to build and all 
the other ancillary fea¬ 
tures are expected to be 
built in about four years. 

Mohammad also said 
the CMS has been 
approached by an event 
management company 
that works closely with 
the National Hockey 
League, with a suggestion 
that the site could be used 
for a future outdoor 
Winter Classic game. 

It is certainly too soon 
to elaborate any more if 
that's a possibility, but it 
did inspire the CMS to 
consider ways to attract 
more visitors all year. 

"It opened up new ideas 
in terms of the versatility 


of the infield and how we 
could open it up to winter 
activities." 

The projected cost of 
the entire facility is $400 
million. It will include a 
one mile paved oval 
course and a 2.5 mile 
paved road course. 

To date, $11 million has 
been spent on pre-devel¬ 
opment costs. 

Mohammad referred to 
the speedway as a "game- 
changer" for the area. 

"It's going to be a bright 
future for the Niagara 
Region and everyone in 
Fort Erie," said 
Mohammad. 

Sandy Vant, president 
of the CCGFE, said her 
organization is disap¬ 
pointed with the OMB 
decision. 

"We would like to pre¬ 
serve the land as agricul¬ 
tural, but we have to make 
our peace with the deci¬ 
sion," she said. 

"Our job now is to (work 
with speedway officials 
to) address issues that 
could be of future con¬ 
cern to the community." 

They include pushing 
for adequate noise con¬ 
trol, noise complaint pro¬ 
cess and traffic-control 
protocols. 

Mayor Doug Martin 
agreed it has been a long 
wait for the decision, but 
it was worth it. 

He said he is "relieved 
and excited" about the 
news and looks forward 
to it coming to fruition. 

"This is priority num¬ 
ber one, to get this up and 
running," said Martin.

A Conservative MPP is 
calling Kim Craitor's plan to 
reach out to the opposition 
"outrageous."

At the press conference, 
Craitor said he would con¬ 
tact some ofhis Conservative 
and NDP colleagues at 
Queen's Park to come up 
with a plan. 

"I never once heard of an 
MPP asking the opposition 
for help," said Monte 
McNaughton, the provincial 
representative in the 
Lambton-Kent-Middlesex 


riding. 

He feels Craitor is at fault 
for his own party's decision 
to cut funding to horse rac¬ 
ing facilities in Ontario. 

"It's the Liberals that are 
shutting down racetracks 
across the province and kill¬ 
ing thousands of jobs," 
McNaughton said in a 
phone interview with the 
Fort Erie Times.

Your front page article 
on the report of the 
Transition Committee, a 
three-member panel made 
up of former MPPs from 
each party, outlined prob¬ 
lems concerned with its 
content. 

I wholeheartedly agree. 
As a former Thoroughbred 
owner, actually a partner 
with other secretaries, I 
kept the books for our one- 
horse stable and thorough¬ 
ly enjoyed the experience 
of sharing ownership, 
companionship, and the 


exciting sport. 

advising the panel on 
Thoroughbred racing at 
Ajax and/or Fort Erie, but 
it could not have been a 
knowledgeable horseman. 
If they determined on their 
own, that a 30 day meet 
would work at either track, 
they were totally off base. 

No sane individual is 
going to keep a horse for 
11 months, stabling, train¬ 
ing, and paying the vet so 
that he can run his/her 
horse once or possibly 
twice in the allotted 30 
days. 

Also, what trainer wants 
his Thoroughbred to race 


over a bull ring with dan¬ 
gerous tight turns, not to 
mention that if he owns a 
turf horse, he is out of luck 
at Ajax. 

Yet, the panel recom¬ 
mended that Ajax be given 
priority consideration over 
the one-mile track at the 
Fort and the border oval’s 
turf course for this so- 
called ‘B’ meet of 30 days. 

The word “hogwash” 
comes to mind as to this 
part of the panel’s recom¬ 
mendation. 'Dumb and 
Dumber' also crossed my 
mind; however, this 
Transition Committee is 
made up of three mem¬ 
bers, not two. Maybe 



'dumb, dumber and dumb¬ 
est' would be acceptable. 

But back to the point at 
hand and the questions 
resulting from this imprac¬ 
tical suggestion of a 30 day 



such a proposal? 

Surely the three profes¬ 
sionals on the panel did 
not! Someone is guilty of 
providing them with erro¬ 
neous information and we 
need to know who it was. 
Any horseman with a 
smidgeon of intelligence 
would tell you that the Fort 
Erie track is far more suit¬ 
able for a meet (not 30 
days) rather that the track 


How or why the panel 
bought this recommenda¬ 
tion of ‘racing days’ at Ajax 
Racetrack, borders on 
insanity. It is improbable, 
but just maybe these three 
former cabinet ministers 
were not capable of grasp¬ 
ing what their 30 day rec¬ 
ommendation and their 
suggested racing location 
actually means to horse- 

To me, it means that they 
are not interested, not one 
iota, in working with 
horsemen at what they call 
a “B" track. 

Finally, I note that the 
list of parties giving their 


input to the panel exclud¬ 
ed the HBPA, an organiza¬ 
tion that supposedly is the 
support base for all horse- 

I find it difficult to 
believe that any member 
of the HBPA would sup¬ 
port a 30 day meet at Ajax, 
so their exclusion by the 
three member committee, 
may have been a part of 
the overall picture of deny¬ 
ing horsemen an opportu¬ 
nity to continue their live¬ 
lihood.

hostage in the name of 
independent Ireland. 

On June 2, they were met 
in battle at Ridgeway by 
two Canadian battalions of 
militia, 2nd Battalion The 
Queen’s Own Rifles of 
Toronto (QOR) and 13th 
Battalion The Royal 
Hamilton Light Infantry 
(RHLI) in what was 
Canada’s first modern bat¬ 
tle, the first fought in the 
age of telegraph and steam 
power. 

The nine QOR volunteers 
killed at Ridgeway, the 
‘Ridgeway Nine; including 
three University of Toronto 
students, are the current 
Canadian military’s first 
battlefield deaths. Both the 
QOR and the RHLI (Rileys) 
are still active reserve regi¬ 
ments in the Canadian 
Armed Forces with distin¬ 
guished combat histories 
from Ridgeway to 
Afghanistan. 

This made the military 
grave at Stevensville all the 
more mysterious since 
none of the Canadian casu¬ 
alties were interred in the 
region and the fighting did 
not reach the Stevensville 
area. Reverend Glennie 
who served as an infantry¬ 
man with the Lincoln and 
Welland Regiment and 
later as a Chaplain in the 
Canadian Forces, said, "I 
have tried unsuccessfully 
for the past four years 
(intermittendy) to find this 
soldier's identity. 

It is only in the past cou¬ 
ple of years that the grave 
has been marked with a 
cross. The original wooden 
marker is long gone. I also 
bought a wreath through 
my Legion branch which is 
laid at the conclusion of 
our Remembrance Sunday 
service at St. John's.”

It was an innocuous 
e-mail from Peter Vronsky 
to Rick Doan that trig¬ 
gered the solution. 
Vronsky says, “While writ¬ 
ing my book on the battle 
of Ridgeway, over a period 
of five years I literally 
looked at everything writ¬ 
ten on the battle not only 
published material but as 
well documents hidden 
away in Canadian, British 
and American archives, 
letters, diaries, and also 
all the local small town 
press reports of the time. 
In one local newspaper, 
the Grand River Sachem 
(June 20, 1866) I came 
across a one-sentence 
story that a British soldier 
while being deployed to 
action in the Ridgeway- 
Fort Erie region died of 
heat exhaustion on a 
forced march from 
Chippawa to Stevensville 
on the morning of June 2 
while the battle was rag¬ 
ing at Ridgeway. 


His unit was supposed 
to join with the Canadians 
but never did because the 
Canadians were ambushed 
first by the Fenians on 
Limestone Ridge. This 
obscure newspaper story 
stated that the citizens of 
New Germany (as Snyder 
was called in 1866) had 
erected a grave marker for 
the fallen British soldier 
buried there. The soldier 
was identified as Corporal 
Carrington of the 47th 
Regiment of Foot from 
Lancashire, a British regi¬ 
ment stationed in Toronto 
in the 1860s. If anybody 
knew where this grave 
might be located it was 
going to be Rick Doan. ” 
According to Rick Doan, 
"Dr. Vronsky sent me an 
e-mail one morning, men¬ 
tioning that somewhere 
around Stevensville is a 
grave yard with possibly a 
marker for a British sol¬ 
dier who died during the 
Fenian Raids, the only 
British serviceman to die 
in the Fort Erie-Ridgeway 
region during the raid," 


he said. 

"Did I ever in my 
research come across this 
marker? I had not, but if 
there was such a thing, I 
had a pretty good guess as 
to where it might be locat¬ 
ed and quickly surveyed 
the site and contacted 
Reverend Glennie, who 
instantly knew what I was 
talking about." 

The British authorities 
have been contacted 
about the forgotten mili¬ 
tary casualty and this 
coming Remembrance 
Day when the Legion 
wreath is laid at the lonely 
cross in the St. John's 
Church cemetery, it will 
be no longer be the 
“unknown soldier” but 
identified as Corporal 
Carrington, British Army, 
47th Regiment of Foot 
Lancashire, fallen on June 
2, 1866 in the defence of 
Canada during the Fenian 
Raids.
